1. The Bench shall try “such cases as may be referred to it by cither of the Stipendianp 
Magistrates, subject to the provisions of Rule 8. Provided, further, that no case triable by 
the High Court only shall be so referred. 

2. Benches shall ordinarily sit for the first hearing of cases on the dates and at the 
time mentioned below. A special Bench may, however, be convened on any other day by 
either of the Stipendiary Magistrates :— : ce

3. A Bench shall ordinarily be composed of not less than three Magistrates, when they 
are all Honorary Magistrates, or of two, when one of them is a Stipendtiry Magistrate and 
the other an Honorary Magistrate. The Honorary Magistrates will sit in the rotation 
arranged by the Commissioner of Police, but any Magistrate not named may sit unless the 
Chief Magistrate otherwise directs. . , 

The Stipendiary Magistrates shall be ex-officio members of Benches. 

4. The Chief Magistrate shall, if present, officiate as Chairman. In his absence the 
Junior Magistrate shall, if sitting, officiate as Chairman. In the absence of both the 
Stipendiary Magistrates the Bench may elect its own Chairman. 

5. The Chairman shall conduct the proceedings of the court, and exercise all the 
functions in that behalf usual!y exercised by a Presidency Magistrate when sitting alone. 
He shall decide upon the admissibility of evidence, and maintain order in the court ; but it 
shall be open to any member of the Bench to put any question to the witnesses, either direct 
or through the Chairman, as the latter may deem advisable, aud to suggest any matter for 
the Chairman’s consideration. 

6. Each member of the Bench shall have a voice iu the fimding and sentence. Ina 
Bench of three or other uneven number, the opinion of the majority shall prevail. When 
the numbers are even, the Chairman shall have a casting vote. 

7, The Chairman shall generally record the evidence aud judgment in cases in which 
a record of evidence and a judgment are necessary; but such duty may, with his consent, 
be performed by any one of his colleagues. 

8. The Bench may hold one or more adjourned sittings, if this be found necessary for 
the disposal of business, or of part-heard cases; but it shall be open to the Bench, at the 
close of its regular sittings, either to refer unheard cases back to the Magistrate under whose 
order of reference they received them, or to postpone them to some other day, as may seem 
most convenient. Avy part-heard case postponed to a further sitting of the Bench may be 
proceeded with if any member of the Bench has been present at the previous hearing in the 
case, but subject to the provisions of Section 156 of the Presidency Magistrates’ Act. 

Any part-heard case may, however, be sent back ‘to the Magistrate under whose order 
of reference it was received should it appear unsuited for trial by a Bench. In such cases 
the Magistrate shall recommence the trial.

1, The Bench shall try such cases as may be referred to it by either of the Stipendiary 
Magistrates, subject to the provisions of Rule 8.

2. Benches shall ordinarily sit for the first hearing of cases on the dates and at the 
time mentioned below. A special Bench may, however, be convened on any other day by 
either of the Stipendiary Magistrates :—

8. A Bench shall ordinarily be composed of not less than three Magistrates, when they 
are all Honorary Magistrates, or of two, when one of them is a Stipendiary Magistrate and 
the other an Honorary Magistrate. The Honorary Magistrates will sit in the rotation 
arranged by the Commissioner of Police, but any Magistrate not named may sit unless the 
Chief Magistrate otherwise directs. 

The Stipendiary Magistrates shall be ea-officio members of Benches, 

4. The Chief Magistrate shall, if present, officiate as Chairman. In his absence the 
Junior Magistrate shall, if sitting, officiate as Chairman. In the absence of both the 
Stipendiary Magistrates the Bench may elect its own Chairman. 

5. The Chairman shall conduct the proceedings of the court, and exercise all the 
functions in that behalf usually exercised by a Presidency Magistrate when sitting alone. 
He shall decide upon the admissibility of evidence, and maintain order in the court ; but it 
shall be open to any member of the Bench to put any question to the witnesses, either direct 
or through the Chairman, as the latter may deem advisable, and to suggest any matter for 
the Chairmau’s consideration. 

6. Each member of the: Bench shall have a voice in the finding and’sentence. Ina 
Bench of three or other uneven number, the opinion of the majority shall prevail.

1. Every person within whose premises any animal may die shall, within four hours 
after its death, or, if death occurs at night, within two hours after day-light, either remove 
at his own expense the carcass to suéh place as may be set apart by the Commissioners for 
the reception of such carcass, or report its death to the conservancy overseer of the division 
within which such premises may be situated ; and in such latter case shall pay to the said 
overseer the expense of removing the carcass at such rate as the Commissioners may deter- 
mine : and in cases where the said person is not the owner of the animal, and the owner is 
known, the owner shall alone be responsible for the payment of such expense, and such 
expense shall be recoverable as a debt due td the Commissioners. No overseer, when called 
upon, shall neglect to remove a carcass.

2. No person shali deposit, or cause to be deposited, any carcass, or any part of a

The bill so prepared shall be issued 
under the sed! of the Commissioners to the subordinate officers on the collecting establish- 
ment, and shall be by them presented to the persons named therein in the manner herein- 
after described. 


8. Every collecting officer shall be provided with a certificate of his authority to 
collect, and every such certificate shall bear the seal of the Municipality and the signature 
of the Chairman.

1, The Bench shall try such cases as may be referred to it by either of the Stipendiary 
Magistrates, subject to the provisions of Rule 8. Provided, further, that no case triable by 
the High Court only shall be so referred. 

2. Benches shall ordinarily sit’ for the first hearing of cases on the dates and at the 
time mentioned below. A special Bench may, however, be convened on any other day by 
either of the Stipendiary Magistrates :— :

3. A Bench shall ordinarily be composed of not less than three Magistrates, when they 
are all Honorary Magistrates, or of two, when one of them is a Stipendiary Magistrate and 
the other an Eenorey Magistrate. The Honorary Magistrates will sit in the rotation 
arranged by the Commissioner of Police, but any Magistrate not named may sit unless the 
Chief Magistrate otherwise directs. 

The Stipendiary Magtstrates shall be ex-officio members of lenches. 

4. The Chief Magistrate shall, if present, officiate as Chairman. In his absence the 
Junior Magistrate shall, if sitting, officiate as Chairman. In the absence of both the 
Stipendiary Magistrates the Bench may elect its own Chairman, 

5. The Chairman shall conduct the proceedings of the court, and exercise all the 
functions in that behalf usually exercised by a Presidency Magistrate when sitting alone. 
He shall decide upon the admissibility of evidence, aud maintain order in the court ; but it 
shall be open to any member of the Bench to put any question to the witnesses, either direct 
or through the Chairman, as the latter may deem advisable, and to suggest any matter for 
the Chairman’s consideration. 

6. Each member of the Bench shall have a voice in the finding and sentence. Ina 
Bench of three or other uneven number, the opinion of the majority shall prevail, When 
the numbers are even, the Chairman shall have a casting vote. 

7. The Chairman shall generally record the evidence and judgment in cases in which 
a reeord of evidence and a judgment are necessary ; but such duty may, with his consent, 
be performed by wet | one of his colleagues. 

8. The Bench may hold one or more adjourned sittings, if this be found necessary for 
the disposal of business, or of part-heard cases ; but it shall be open to the Bench, at -the 
close of its regular sittings, either to refer unheard cases back to the Magistrate under whose 
order of reference they received them, or to postpone them to some other day, as may seem 
most convenient. Any purt-heard case postponed to a further sitting of the Bench may be 
proceeded with if any member of the Bench has been present at the previous hearing in the 
case, but subject to the provisions of Section 156 of the Presidency Magistrates’ Act. 

Any part-heard case may, however, be sent back to the Magistrate under whose order 
of reference it was received, should it appear unsuited for trial by a Bench. In such cases 
the Magistrate shall recommence the trial.

A reference having been made to the High Court as to the necessity for affixing court 
fee stamps to all chalans accompanying money paid into a court, the Court desires to 
circulate the following instructions in explanation of the Account Rules issued with circular 
No, 2, of 5th February 1877. 


2. The words of Rule 5 of those rules “requisite court fee stamp” mean only the 
stamp for a court fee required by the Act, ‘and no stamp is required for a tender of money 
which a party is bound to pay into court in the progress of a suit, or to complete a purchase, 
as the court cannot refuse the tender. 


3 In cases where'the payment is voluntary, such as deposits made on account of rent 
or by a mortgagor, and the like, a stamp should be required, but if the application or peti- 
tion be duly stamped, a second fee should not be exacted for the chalan.
